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FREE JUSTIFICATION. 
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Their sins and iniquities will I remember no 
more. Heb. x.17.. Jer. xxxt. 32. Is: xlin. 
25. Ezek. xxxvi 25—27. Micah vii. 19 


In the free justification of a sinner 
before God, and giving him acceptance 
and peace of conscience, the gospel dis- 
plays its power unto salvation. It 
comes to the penitent transgressor as a 
ministration of righteousness,—as a 
word of reconciliation and peace. It 
opens the prison doors, and bids the cap- 
tive go free. The power of the law 
was great, but in comparison with the 
gospel the law was weak, and could 
make nothing perfect. The power of 
the Jaw was for destruction. The-power 
of the gospel is a life-giving power. 'The

law could only hold down the man who 
was down before ;—it could never give 
him life again. But the power to give 
life, is far greater than the power to 
kill. The gospel is thus mighty to pass 
by transgressions and sins, to set at lib- 
erty the souls that are bound, and to 
give boldness in the presence of the 
King of Saints to the poor captives of 
Satan. When the sinner’s heart is 
brought under the influence of the gos- 
pel, by the power of the Holy Spirit, 
it takes away the burden of guilt; it 
silences. every accuser; it fills the be- 
liever with the confidence of hope; it 
forbids every weapon to prosper which 
is formed against him, and condemns 
every tongue which rises up in judg- 
ment against hissoul. ‘The justification 
which the gospel gives, is perfect and 
entire. The sins of a whole life, how- 
ever accumulated, however aggravated, 
are blotted out in one moment, and 
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that for ever. (Luke vil. 47.) Who 
shall lay anything to the charge of 
God’s elect? . It is Gop that justifieth. 
Who is he that condemneth? It is 
Curist that died; yea rather, that is 
risen again ;—who is at the right hand 
of God; and where Christ is, shall also 
his followers be. 

In this total change in the relation of 
a sinner towards God, the gospel shows 
its power; it turns aside the edge of 
judgment, and rejoices in a victory over 
condemnation; and relieving a soul 
from fear,—from danger,—and from 
death, it shows itself to be the power of 
God, unto Satvation.

Believe, then, and be THOU saved ; 
but remember also, that he who be- 
lieveth ‘not,’ shall be damned. Mark 


xvi. 16. 
Beseech the Lord to grant you the 


iufluence of his Holy Spirit, to convince 
you of sin; to sanctify your soul; and 
then, (and then alone,) will you feel 
the need of a Saviour, and learn to es- 
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timate his value, which to yow is more 
than the whole world.

Now, my friend, did you ever think 
that you must certainly enter into one 
of these states after death? Were you 
ever anxious to know into which of 
the two you would be likely to go? 
Perhaps you will say, “To be sure I 
have ;—I never did anybody any harm, 
though I am poor and ignorant; and 
if [ am not quite so good as some, I 
hope God will be merciful.” God is 
indeed merciful, but he is also just, and 
will by no means clear the guilty. We 
are all guilty in his sight. “Adl have 
sinned.” Rom. iu. 10, 23. 

We are all sinners by nature, as well 
as by practice; and however upright 
our conduct may have been, yet, being 
born in sin, we are subject to God's:

law, and yet offend in one point, he is 
ib of all.” 

» JNow, then, I think vu will feel that 
you are a sinner, and if you die i in your 
sins, you cannot go to Heaven. Con- 
.sider how dreadful to spend eternity in 
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torments; to have no hope that those 
sufferings will ever cease! Think of 
the danger to which you are exposed: 
—though now in health, death may 
come suddenly, and cut you off in @ 
moment! ©O think of your danger; do 
not put it off: fo-morrow may be too 
__late. Oh! flee from the wrath to come. 
Perhaps you will say, (and I hope you 
will,) “But where can I flee? What 
can I doto be saved? If this be the 
cry of your heart, I can tell you,— 
gladly tell you, that there 7s a way by 
which all poor sinners may be saved. 
They are not left to perish. Look to 
John, 3d chapter, 16th verse, where it 
is written, “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 
This blessed Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, from his great love to Sinners, 
came down from Heaven, took upon 
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him the form of a servant, lived as a 
poor man on earth for thirty years,— 
without any of the riches, honours, or 
comforts, of this world, but went about 
doing good—calling sinners to repen-~ 
tance, healing the sick, raising the dead, 
restoring the blind to sight,—and at 
last, suffered the cruel death of the 
cross, to save us from everlasting death: 
thus he took upon himself the punish- 
ment due to owr sins; and for hs sake, 
God, who is rich in mercy, has promis- 
ed to pardon all who repent, and be- 
lieve in him; and to give them also 
eternal life, with pleasures at his right 
hand for evermore.

are heavy laden, and I will give you 
-rest;” and in the 6th chapter of John, 
3th verse, he says— Him that cometh 
to me, I will in no wise cast out.” 
_ Here is mercy in abundance,—* [ will 
in NO WIsE cast out.” No, poor sinner, 
—vile as thou art, Jesus will never cast 
thee out; only come to him, believing 
in his power and willingness to save, 
and he will receive you with kindness 5 
cleanse you from: all your guilt and 
pollution; love you with an everlasting

love; and when this life is over, he will 


take you to himself, to live with him in 
glory for EVER.
